NEED OF FUNDS FOR 
EDUCATION

A warning that the Accumulated 
Reserve Fund would be almost 
exhausted by the end of the year was 
given by Mr. J. Cinna, the Senior 
Treasurer of the London Board of 
Jewish Religious Education, when the 
Board met for “budget night” at 
Woburn House, London, on Thursday 
of last week. Mrs. S. S. Levin, 
Chairman of the Board, presided. 

Introducing the accounts for the 
past year and the estimated budget for 
the current one. Mr. Cinna stated 
that the total expenditure in 1958 had 
heen £104.000, compared with £95,000 
the previous year. The deficit of 
‘7000 had again been met from the 
Accumulated Reserve Fund. which 
now stood at £7,160. Since the budget 
for 1959 estimated an expenditure of 
over £107,000 and an income of some 
£101.800. the Reserve Fund would 
he almost exhausted by the end of 
this year

It appears that although they 


applied about a year ago for permits 
to leave for Israel they were not 
informed of the result of their applica- 
tion until last Saturday, when they 
were told that permission had been 
granted and that they should leave 
within a few days. The couple are 
believed to have relatives in Israel 
and their permission to leave is stated 
to have been given on humanitarian 
grounds. 

According to reports, several 
thousand Jews who have left their 
homes in the provincial cities in the 
hope of obtaining exit permits in 
Bucharest are stranded, many of them 
Without. means. The local Jewish 
community in Bucharest has organised 
help for the would-be emigrants in 
the hope that the authorities will 
eventually permit them to leave the 
country.

Hoping that the stoppage. of 
Rumanian aliva is only temporary, all 
Jewish organisations affiliated to the 
United Jewish Appeal are going ahead 
with their emergency campaign to 
raise funds. 

Jewish leaders have not taken any 
public action or issued any protests 
against the stoppage, fearing that such 
steps might complicate the problem 
and might even stop the emigration of 
Jews from other countries, particularly 
Poland. It is believed by the Jewish 
leaders that a period of quiet might 
undo some of the harm done by 
the open or implied criticism of 
Rumania’s handling ot the Jewish 
emigration. 


MOROCCAN JEWS 
ARRESTED 


Alleged Maltreatment 
by Police

PARIS 

Two Moroccan Jews, arrested last 
week together with a group of 24 
men and women on charges of trying 
to leave illegally for Israel, are held 
incommunicado in the State Prison 
in Nador. 

They are reported to have been 
ill-treated by the police, and the 
Moroccan authorities have refused to 
grant permission for a local lawyer 
to interview them and take up their 
defence. Their families, who have 
tried to visit them in prison, have 
also been refused permission to see 
them. 

It appears that out of the 26 
Moroccan Jews arrested, only the 
women were released last week. In 
addition to the two held incom- 
municado, nine others are also still 
in gaol, but are allowed visits from 
their families. 

The arrests and the reports of the 
maltreatment by the police have 
caused much bitterness among Moroc- 
can Jews. Moroccan leaders and 
members of the Cabinet have often 
assured Jewish leaders at home and 
abroad that there would be no restric- 
tion on the emigration of Jews to 
Israel, and this new move and rigid

A “ REGRETTABLE 
ERROR”

JERUSALEM 

Much excitement and concern was 
caused throughout Israel by the 
sudden announcement by the Israeli 
radio on Wednesday night calling up 
three Army units. An Army spokes- 
man stated yesterday (Thursday) that 
the announcement was due to a 
“ regrettable error.” This statement 
followed a meeting between Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, the Prime Minister § and 
Defence Minister, and the High Com- 
mand. It was stated that a commis- 
sion of inquiry was being appointed 
to find out who was responsible for 
this error;r, 

The Finance Minister. Mr. Levi 
Eshkol, interrupted the proceedings 
in the Knesset-—-engaged in giving a 
final reading to the Budget estimates 
fo announce in the Prime Minister's 
name that “no special significance 
should ‘be attached to the calling up 
of three reserve units.” 

Even among Cabinet Ministers 
there was excitement when the radio 
announcement was made. Demands 
for an explanation of the move came 
from Opposition leaders. 


Dramatic Announcement 


Following numerous inquiries an 
Army spokesman described the call- 
up as an “exercise.” 

Earlier in the evening the radio 
announcer said that an important 
statement would be made at nine 
o'clock. The statement, when it 
came, was made dramatically in 
several languages, including Arabic 
and English. 

Mobilisation before the Sinai cam- 
paign was accomplished in a different 
manner. Word was passed round 
and the mobilisation became known 
only when people began to disappear 
from their civilian occupations. 


SYRIAN REACTION 


The First Army (Syrian) command 


of the United Arab Republic has 
asked “all Servicemen rejoin 
their units” immediately, Cairo and 


Damascus radios reported.—(Reuter)

of seminars that have been organised 
during the past decade by Mr. Levi 
Gertner, the Director in this country 
of the Department for Education and 
Culture of the Jewish Agency. 

It attracted 196. students from all 
parts of the country, mostly under- 
graduates or graduates of British 
universities. They are ordinarily 
engaged in preparing for or ——— 
many varied vocations. this 
occasion they were united by the 
desire to increase their Hebrew bane 
ledge and also to enjoy their short 
vacation in a traditional Jewish atmo- 
sphere. Several visitors from Israel 
and the Continent were also present. 

All connected with the seminar 
were warnly appreciative of the 
generous spitality shown by the 
authorities of St. John’s College. 
The men students were accommo- 
dated in college rooms (with the 
women students in near-by university 
lodgings), and spacious lecture-rooms 
and full facilities for study and 
recreation were provided within the 
college. Sabbath services and an 
Oneg Shabbat filled to capacity the 
Junior Combination Room, whither 
the Sifrei Torah had been solemnly 
conveyed from the synagogue. The 
college music room was crowded 
to the full for Miss Gertrude Holt’s 
recital of Hebrew and other songs 
on the Sunday evening, when the dis- 
tinguished guests included Dr. Leon 
Mestel. a Fellow of the College. 

The subjects of study included 
Bible, Hebrew literature, language, 
and grammar. Ag well as the Jewish 


“ Aggadah and Halachah”™ was given 
by Dr. Leon Roth, former Rector of 
the Hebrew University and now a 
resident of Cambridge. 


Meals, under strict kashrut super- 
vision, were provided at the near-by 
Synagogue in Thompson's Lance. 
Hebrew songs at meal-times—some- 
times friendly rivalry from 
different tables—were not limited to 
the Sabbath day, when, of course, 
the traditional Zemirot were sung. 
Here, too, a Purim neshef included 
Israeli songs and dances, a Bible quiz, 
an up-to-date version of the Megillat 
Esther, and other less academic 
features. When this had officially 
ended after midnight some of the 
younger enthusiasts continued danc- 
ing the Hora in the Cambridge 
market place. 


Never can the cloisters of St. John’s 
College have seen so many koppels 
nor its precincts have re-echoed with 
so many Hebrew words. The Backs 
were gay with daffodils, but it was 
difficult to refer to them in Hebrew 
conversation, as apparently these 
flowers are not found in Israel and 
therefore have no Hebrew equivalent. 
As Wordsworth was an alumnus of 
St. John’s College, I ventured to 
quote his well-known poem on “ The 
Daffodils " to a learned lecturer, who 
said he would send me a Hebrew 
translation after consultation with an 
Israeli botanist friend at the Hebrew 
University. I shall look forward to 
the receipt of that Hebrew version 
as a happy memento of this enjoy- 
able Cambridge Seminar.

“ This is a controversial matter only 
in the sense that it is serious and that 
different individuals may have differ- 
ent solutions. But surely the problem 
as such is not open to doubt, and 
I am sure that if the Chief Rabbi 
called such a conference as | have 
in mind, all of us would go with open 
minds and anxious hearts in search 
of a solution.” 

On foreign affairs the President 
referred to the situation of Jews in 
Tunisia and Libya. In both countries, 
he said, the existing Jewish com- 
munity organisations had been aban- 
doned and communal committees had 
been set up by the Governments. In 
Libya communal property and funds 
had been sequestrated and put into 
the hands of an administrator. 

Ostensibly both Governments were 
‘anxious to make it clear that these 
actions were not anti-Jewish. They 
sought to demolish the — age-old 
barriers between Jew and Moslem, 
and to insist that material help by 
Jewish welfare bodies for Jews must 
be distributed to Jews and non-Jews 
alike, since otherwise Jews would 
only continue to be regarded as dif- 
ferent from the general community. 

“ This is either liberalism gone mad 
or a connivance at increasing the 
hardship of Jews in these countries. 
Even if one accepts the good will and 
good intentions of the Tunisian and 
Libyan Governments they should be 
warned that they are fanning the 
prejudice and hatred which already 
exists in their countries and which 
could impede their future as free and 
democratic States. It must also be 


pointed out that free and democratic

States allow their minority groups— 
whether religious, racial, or cultural 
—the greatest freedom to associate 
together and to care for their special 
needs. I urge these Governments 
carefully to reconsider their policies 
in regard to their Jewish citizens © 

On Rumania Mr. Carvalho said 
it was a great shock to the Jewish 
world that the Rumanian Government 
had clamped down on the emigration 
of Jews. “It looks as though they 
have become the victims of Com- 
munist power politics, that the desire 
to placate or appease the Arab States 
has led their ruthless masters to 
suspend the exodus as abruptiv as 
they started it.

Is it fanciful to speculate whether 
among our ancestors the gossips also 
at this season went from group to 
group telling what the gabbaim of 
the kehilla proposed to do? The 
middle days of festivals were a 
favourite period for congregational 
mectings, and hence just before Pesach 
many treasurers would have been 
completing their financial reckoning 
and preparing for such tax changes 
aS may have become necessary. For 
in those days the Jewish community 
was not merely an idea but an organic 
entity with considerable powers of 
internal discipline and self taxation. 
Treasurers were not confined to 
appealing to the generosity and rely- 
ing on the loyalty of individuals. 
They imposed taxes and were in a 
position to enforce them. In this 
country, where religion is a matter 
of voluntary association, communal 
taxation is impossible because jt can- 
not be enforced. Supposing we had 
to file a return of income with the 
treasurer of the synagogue, how easy 
and indeed pleasurable the office 
would be! Supposing the assess- 
ment depended, as it does in France, 
on “external signs of wealth,” how 
bereft of mink the ladies’ galleries 
would become ! But the scene as Mr. 
Cohen pleads with his wife to wear 
her shabbiest outfit at the wedding 
reception because the treasurer will 
be watching we must keep till next 
year’s Purim celebrations. 

As is well known, in various parts 
of this country fees for setting tomb- 
stones and the supervision of kosher 
functions, shechita surpluses, and a 
levy on synagogue contributions are 
used to finance religious education : 
and outsiders express admiration at 
the self-discipline of the Anglo-Jewish 
community ‘which enables it to raise 
funds in this way. However, such 
methods cannet go far because the 
poer have to pay as much as the rich 
and the non-observant escape 
altogether. Something resembling 
an imcome tax’ is the finta of the 
Spanish and Portuguese Congregation. 
This is a graduated contribution based 
upon an estimate of the members’ 
capacity to pay, and is the principal 
means of ratsing revenue. A _ vyahid 
who desires to have a seat allotted 


Purim and Pesach the 


to him pays a small fee in addition, 
but seat rentals are an entirely sub- 
sidiary form of revenue. Why among 
Ashkenazim there is an apparently 
ineluctable law that religious life 1s 
to be maintained by making people 
pay for the best seats has never been 
explained. The practice of the 
Sephardim reminds us that even under 
a voluntary system it is possible to 
invite members to contribute accord- 
ing to their means. Apart from its 
inappropriateness to a religious insti- 
tution, the seat rental system often 
fails to secure an adequate contribu- 
tion from the well-to-do. 


* * 


In communities equally emancipated 
and even more assimilated than our 
own, the system of compulsory taxa- 
tion has remained in being. Thus, 
in Italy there are 23 officially recog- 
nised Jewish communities which have 
the right to tax their members uP 
to ten per cent of the amount whi 
the individual pays in income tax to 
the Government. Some figures for 
Milan, the largest and most vigorous 
of these communities, have recently 
come to notice. It has 6.350 members 
and a tax income of 70 million lira. 
This does not cover the whole of 
its expenditure. which amounts to 
109 million lira. The community 
Maintains six synagogues and a day 
school attended by over seven 
hundred pupils, or approximately two- 
thirds of the Jewish children in the 
city. The school accounts for one- 
third of the community's expenditure. 
The priority given to educational 
needs is worth pondering on. I am 
not for belittling what the United 
Svnagogue is doing by imposing a 
fixed religious education rate on its 
members, but the amount—£77,000— 
compares with an expenditure of 
approximately £700,000, which makes 
one wonder whether we have some- 
thing to learn from Milan.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


SEARCH FOR TRUTH 


And Moses diligently inquired 
.. « (Leviticus x, 16). 


O much did the rabbis of old 
love the Torah that they 
counted every one of its 

words, every one of its letters. 
There is an old rabbinic tradition 
which has it that if you count the 
words of the Pentateuch you will 
find that their number js an even 
one and that the two Hebrew 
words for “diligently inquire "— 
darosh darash—are exactly in the 
middle, the first, darosh, being the 
last word of the first half of the 
Torah, the second, darash, the first 
word of the second half. 

Only a quaint rabbinic fancy ? 
And yet this note points to one 
of the most profound ideas in rab- 
binic Judaism, that “diligent 
inquiry ” is at the heart of the reli- 
gious quest. The first words of 
the Torah are : “In the beginning 
God... .” The last words of the 
Torah are: “in the sight of ail 
Israel.” The middle words of the 
Torah “he diligently 
inquired.” For the Torah js the 
link between God and Israel, the 
link between God and man, 
between Creator and creature, but 
it is a link that requires perpetual 
strengthening by the constant 
researches of Torah devotees in 
their attempt to apply its teachings 
to the life situations of each 
generation. 


THE rabbis did not think of the 

Torah merely as a body of 
teaching given for all time. They 
recognised that new problems 
require new solutions on the basis 
of the given truths. The whole of 
the rabbinic activity in Talmudic 
times was a magnificent attempt to 
apply the Torah truths to the lives 
of Jews amid the varying cultural, 
social, political, and economic con- 
ditions which obtained in Roman 
Palestine and Persian Babylon. The 
Midrash gives the illustration of 
a great king who gave two of his 
servants some bales of flax and a 


quantity of wheat with instructions 
to prepare for his visit. The wis. 
servant used the flax to fashion , 
fine linen cloth for his table ay.

Rector Pleads for Understanding 


The Rev. George Appleton, Rector 
of St. Botolph’s Church, Aldgate, 
made a plea for Christian-Jewish 
understanding in a sermon preached 
in Westminster Abbey last week.

NEW POULTRY 
ORDER 


—And Ice-Cream 
Regulations 


As from April 27, local authorities 
in England and Wales will be 
empowered to issue licences for the 
movement of live poultry from 
poulterers’ premises to slaughter- 
houses for slaughter by the Jewish 
or Moslem methods, Poulterers 
sending birds for slaughter by these 
methods should, therefore, apply to 
their local authority for a licence. 

This is the effect of an Amending 
Order made jointly by the Minister 
of riculture, Fisheries and Food 
and Secretary of State for Scot- 
land. The Order, entitled the Live 
Poultry (Restrictions) Amendment 
Order, 1959, amends the Live Poultry 
(Restrictions) Order, 1957. Copies 
are obtainable from H.M.S.O., price 
3d. (by post 5d.). 

Article 9 (1) of the Live Poultry 
(Restrictions) Order, 1957, prohibits 
the movement of live poultry from 
premises in England and Wales on 
to which live poultry or poultry car- 
cases (other than carcases intended 
for consumption on the premises) 
have been moved within the pre- 
ceding 28 days. Poulterers engaged 
in the Jewish or Moslem trades col- 
lect live birds on their premises and 
take them im: batches to slaughter- 
houses for slaughter according to 
religious rites. As live birds are con- 
tinually being moved on to the 
poulterers’ premises the movement of 
birds off the premises for slaughter 
must be regulated. 

Also on April 27, new regulations 
relating to ice-cream, based on 
recommendations of the Food 
Standards Committee, will come into 
operation in England and Wales. 

The standards specified in the 
Food Standards (Ice-Cream) Regula- 
tions, 1959, stipulate inter alia that 
“Parev” (kosher) ice must contain 
not less than ten per cent fat and no 
milk fat or other derivative of milk.

Mr. Domb declared that in spite

Another line of criticism was 
developed by the Rev. J. Halpern.

If time were on their side. he said. 
he would agree with the argument 
that the more synagogues were built 
the more money would later accrue 
to the Board for education. “ But time 
is not on our side,” he stated. 

Another member, Mr. A. Wollman. 
blamed the financial difficulties of the 
Board on the Federation of Syna- 
gogues, whose contribution, he said.

Mr. Gerstler pointed out that if 
members were so concerned about the 
eflect which the United Synagogue 
decision on exemption might have 
on the finances of the Board. the 
remedy lay partly in their hands—all 
they had to do was to convince their 
own local synagogue not to make the 
application for exemption.

BRITISH BOOKS WANTED 
Meagre Supply in Israel 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


The need for larger supplies of 
British books to be read in Israel was 
stressed in the House of Commons 
last week. M.P.s pointed out thal 
Israclis wanted to maimtain their ties 
with Britain by reading about the 
British way of life. 


Mrs. Errene (Lab., Flint, E.) 
gaid that Israel had a long tradition 
of association with the United King- 
dom. and Israch scholars would be 
oniy too happy to be able to get 
supplics of books published ‘in 
Britain. She understood that Britain 
sold £25,000 worth af books a year 
in Israel, whereas the U.S.A. were 
scliing £500,000 worth. 

Mr. BarnerT Janner (Lab. Leices- 
ter. N.W.) said that American culture 
was being spread in Israel by the sale 
of American books. There was the 
closest attachment between the people 


of Israel and the people of Britain. 
“I have found im the houses of 
peasams in Israel volumes of Shake- 
speare and volumes of our other 
classics,” he stated. “The people of 
Isracl are most anxious t have 
British books. They have often asked 
me why they cam get Russian and 
American books at reasonable prices, 
but they hawe said that the books 
they want to’ read are those with 
British views, the British way of life, 
and British ideas with which so many 
of them are conversant.” 

Mr. Janner said that a large num- 
ber of people in Israel, who had come 
from many countries, had learned 
English and desired to know more 
about the way of life in Britain and 
British classical and scientific studies. 
Israc| was an oass in the big desert 
of the Middle East so far as culture 
and understanding of the Western 
wav of life were concerned. 

Dr. Hit, Chancellor of 
the Duchy of Lancaster, replying.

No decision on the methods ©!

It is understood 
that a Government statement will be 
made later this month. 

Dr. Hill is thought to favour a 
scheme whereby British Government 
subsidies would provide British books 
for export at low cost to a number 
of countries, including Israel, so as 
to counterbalance the wnflax of cheap 
publications from the United States 
and the Soviet Union. 

But that would still leave the prob- 
lem of foreign currency spending on 
the part of the recipient country 
unsolved. It may be assumed that in 
the case of Israel the Minister 
thought that part of her currency 
earnings either in trade with Britain, 
such as her citrus exports, or through 
the contributions from the Jewish 
community, could perhaps be car- 
marked for payment of British 
‘ultural exports.

ARCADIAN SCULPTURE 


There are galleries that one makes 
an excuse to pass by and galleries 
one finds am excuse to visit. High 
among the latter is the microscopic 
Areade Gallery, off Old Bond Street. 
At the top of the lutle winding flight 
of stairs, and usually on the stair 
walls as well, you find a most 
personal collection of European 
paintings, mainly of the sixteenth, 
seventeenth, and eighteenth centuries. 
with Mannerism as the period and 
stvie de luxe.

Sin,—Your film critic stands con- 
demned by his own reply to the letter

Of course, that brief dismissal of 
both subject-matier and treatment of 
a film, coupled with those incredible 
references to the Jewish descent of 
the second assistant cameraman, is 
by now almost part of our cultural 
heritage. 1 treasure particularly the 
memory of a solemn reproach given 
to Miss Miriam Karlin for playing 
the part of a prostitute, and thus 
presumably endangering the reputa- 
tion of British Jewry ! 

On the other hand, when compared 
to the scholarly and sensitive 
appreciations published in your art 
and music columns, the film reviews 
afe rather depressing. I wonder what 
Mrs. Lejeune or Mr. Dehn would say 
of a film critic who suggested that 
the cinema was not an art? With- 
out “erudition ™ how can such a per 
son presume to single out “the few 
occasions that demand special treat- 
ment “except, of course, on the 
authority of those well-known film 
critics the Archbishop of Canterbury 
and the Chief Rabbi ?

Sirn,— Whether THE 
CHRONICLE merely wishes to draw 
attention to relatively unimportant 
characters and performances in any 
of its reviews, in preference to a more 
enlightened and intelligent non-paro- 
chial approach, is a question of 
editorial policy. The pros and cons 
of “semititis” are, therefore, better 
argued by the body which forms such

policy. What is to be deplored, how- 
ever, is your film reviewer's apparent 
ignorance of the film and art generally 
and of the former's place within the 
framework of contemporary art. 

“FHS.” holds the view that films 
were first made by illiterates for 
illiterates. Such an overt mis- 
statement of fact alone makes one 
wonder whether your reviewer has the 
slightest knowledge of the birth and 
history of the film. No one denies 
that there is a high proportion 
rubbish, which cannot by the farthest 
stretch of imagination be termed art. 
However, any art form is not judged 
by the mass of indiscriminate third- 
rate productions which satisfy the 
majority of consumers. 

Judging art on this basis, literature 
cannot be raised to its appropriate 
level, in spite of Dickens, Dostocvski, 
etc., because there is a vast outpour- 
ing of rubbish. By this token also, 
music, painting, and sculpture must 
stand condemned as well. Are we 
to judge architecture by St. Paul's 
Cathedral or by a row of semi- 
detached in suburbia? And _ the 
antecedents of these arts must not be 
too closely examined, for we may find 
them in caveman drawings, primitive 
music, simple bedtime stories, and 
humble shacks ! 

Contrary to what your critic may 
believe, serious films which purport 
to have some art content can be 
pleasant and relaxing. “ F.HS.” even 
admits himself that there are “ occa- 
sions that demand special treatment.” 
His film reviews do not perforce need 
to be lengthy or lyrical, but a little 
more erudition would not be mis- 
placed.

“UNITED'S” REPLY 
TO GREENFORD 


Sir,—For the sake of the historian 
of the future I would be obliged if 
you would kindly allow me to correct 
a Statement made by Mr. Leslie Sin- 
clair, the Vice-Presidemt and Trea- 
surer of the Greenford District 
Synagogue, in his letter published by 
you last week. 

Mr. Sinclair was not a member of 
the deputation that discussed the 
possibility of affiliation of the Green- 
ford Synagogue to the United Syna- 
gogue in February, 1950, and i 1s 
quite untrue to say “. . . a simul- 
taneous deputation to the United 
Synagogue was turned down because 
we lacked the requisite minimum 
quota of members!” A Minute of 
that meeting on our files shows that 
the local representatives claimed that 
they had at that date 135 members 
male and female cach paying Is. per 
week. The discussion that took place 
following an explanation of the full 
meaning of aflihation of a congrega- 
tion to the United Synagogue was 
concentrated on the suggestion made 
by the local representatives that the 
Jewish residents of Greenford were 
unlikely to be able to afford a greater 
sum as membership contributions 
than that they were already paying. 

When it was pointed out that in 
the United Synagogue the basic mem- 
bership contribution had to have 
added to it the Religious Education 
Raie, which then formed an inicgra! 
part of the membership contribution, 
and that that would be the case what- 
ever the basic membership contribu- 
tion might be, the deputation seemed 
of opinion that the rate of contribu- 
tion would be the turning point in 
the decision as to which body Green- 
ford Synagogue should affiliate itself. 

One further point I must add: The 
United Synagogue were never given 
the opportunity of “turning down 
Greenford.” The Greenford Syna- 
gogue decided in its wisdom to 
affiliate to another body and the first 
intimation that we had that this was 
the case was when we learned of it 
from your respected journal.

PUTTING AN END TO 
STATELESSNESS 


Russia Boycotts Geneva Talks 


FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT—Geneva 


Representatives from only 32 
‘nited Nations countries are meeting 
here to put a final end to, or reduce, 
Statelessness. About two million 
Stateless people—one million of them 
iq Europe and one million in other 
parts of the world—come under the 
mandate of the U.N. High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees. These do not 
‘aclude the Arab refugees, who are 
said to number one million and who 
come under a different U.N. Agency, 
and the Korean refugees. 


But the talks are al headed 
toward +“ compromise.” entire 
Soviet bloc is boycottin this U.N.- 
inspired conference, which is designed 
to guarantee future generations the 
right to a nationality. Moreover, the 
United States has announced it does 
not intend to change its citizenship 
laws to conform with an international 
treaty intended to guarantee all per- 
sons the right to a nationality. The 
countries which look to Moscow for 
evidance have decided to stay away 
on the ground that all questions 
regarding nationality are exclusively 
the internal affair of each country. 


U.S.A. Explanation 


Mr. David Popper, the U.S.A. dele- 
eate, told the conference that present 
American laws help to reduce the 
number of Statcless persons by putting 
no obstacles in the way of Stateless 
residents obtaining American citizen- 
ship. “The United States, therefore, 
does not believe there is @ pressing 
necessity for it to ratify any conven- 
tion on the prevention of future State- 
lessness which this conference might 
approve and, frankly, the United 
States does not contemplate signing 
such a convention.” he said. 

The international treaty to be 
drafted by the conference cannot give 
a nationality to persons now Stateless. 
Moreover, the agreement is unlikely 
to make much difference even to 
future eenerations, since the countries 
from which nearly all Stateless people 
have come in the past will not be 
represented here. Statelessness is not 
a pressing problem in most of. the 
countries taking part. 

The delegates, at their meeting in 
the Palais des Nations, will have three 
draft conventions before them. Two 
of these were drawn up by the U.N. 
International Law Commission in 
1954 A third°was prepared Den- 
mark in 1955. The aim of each draf 
is to prevent anyone from losin one 
nationality unless he acquires another. 


They all would make a foundling a 
citizen of the country where he was 
found. Babies born at sea or in the 
air would take the nationality of the 
country where the ship or "plane was 
registered if they had no other 
nationality. 

The two drafts submitted by the 
International Law Commission differ 
im the degree of obligations they 
would place on Governments. The 
one containing the stricter provisions 
would prohibit a Government from 
depriving its citizens of _ their 
nationality under any conditions— 
even including conviction for treason 
—if this would make them Stateless. 
This lays down the rule that a person 
may not be deprived of nationality as 
i penalty. 


Revoking Nationality 


Ihe nulder version would allow a 
Government to revoke the nationality 
of a person serving the Government 
of a foreign country. A naturalised 
citizen could also lose his citizenship 
if he returned to the country of his 
origin and stayed there longer than 
the law of the country where he was 
naturalised permitted. 

Both versions specifically prohibit 
Governments from depriving “any 
person or groups of persons of their 
nationality on racial, ethnic, religious, 
or political grounds.” The Danish 
document differs from the other two 
largely in the greater stress it places 
on determining a child’s nationality by 
reference to the nationality of the 
parents rather than the place where 
the baby was born. 

The conference decided without 
opposition to draw up a treaty on the 
reduction of future Statelessness based 
on a five-year-old draft of the U.N. 
International Law Commission. Any 
convention, if approved, would not 
affect the hundreds of thousands who 
are Stateless now. 

conference was organised 
under a General Assembly resolution 
on December 4, 1954. countries 
taking part are: Austria, Belgium, 
Brazil. Canada, Nationalist China, 
Denmark, Finland, France, West 
Germany. the Holy See, India, Israel, 
Indonesia, Iraq, Italy, Japan, Jordan, 
Liechtenstein. Luxembourg, _Monaco, 
the Netherlands, Norway, Pakistan. 
Portugal, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, 
Turkey, the United States, Britain, 
United Arab Republic, and Yugo- 
slavia. 

A memorandum was submitted to 
the conference by the Co-ordinating 
Board of Tewish Oreanisations.

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JERUSALEM CALLING 
Electricity in Beit Safafa 


Beit Safafa is an Arab village near 
Jerusalem. Recently (in these days) the 
inhabitants of the village celebrated a 
great festival: electric light was switched 
on in ail the houses. 

Beit Safafa lies on the border with the 
State of Jordan. Actually—on both sides 
of the border, since the border, in the 
form of a broad ditch and a barbed wire 
fence, runs right through the village. 

After the War of Liberation part of 
the village, in which there were five 
hundred inhabitants, remained in the 
territory of the State of {srael, and the 
other part, in which there were one 
thousand three hundred inhabitants, in 
the territory of Jordan. 

There are many differences between 
the two sections of the village. Israeli 
Beit Safafa is connected by an excellent 
road with Jerusalem. The farmers of 
the village bring their produce to town, 
where they sell it at good prices. The 
young people of the village go to high 
schools in the city, and there is even a 
student from Beit Safafa at the Medical 
Faculty of the Hebrew University. 

Now electricity has also arrived and 
even the knowledge that from now on 
they will have to pay rates for the 
various services which they receive from 
the Jerusalem Municipality could not 
diminish the rejoicing of the inhabitants 
of Israeli Beit Safafa.

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UNDER FIRE FROM RIGHT 
AND LEFT 


Histadrut Leader in Difficulties 


FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT—-Jerusalem 


A number of “revolutionary” 
changes were advocated by Mr. 
Pinkas Lavon, the _ indefatigable 
Secretary-General of the Histadrut, 
when, at a meeting of 1.300 Mapai 
key men engaged in running both the 
Histadrut and the parliamentary elec- 
tions campaigns, he outlined a four- 
year plan for his organisation. The 
mecting was held at Kibbutz Einat in 
the presence of Mr. David Ben- 
Gurion, the Prime Minister, and other 
Mapai Cabinet members. 

Mr. Lavoais plan included the 
establishment of an “ equalisation 
fund” from which al] family allow- 
ances would be paid to workers and 
which would eventually become part 
of the National Insurance Institute. 
The cost-of-living allowances would 
be retained, but the basic wages would 

adapted to conditions prevailing in 
each industry. Mass dismissals would 
not be allowed. The scheme envisages 
the merging of all pensions funds and 
an examination into the possibility of 
a unified pensions system: it pro- 
poses the establishment of a national 
union of all industrial workers: it 
further proposes that preventive 
medicine now part of Kupat Cholim 
should be handed over to Government 
hospitals and a scheme be devised by 
the Government and Histadrut for the 
employment of elderly people. 


Praise For Mapai 


The Secretary-General extolled 
Mapai’s part in the Histadrut, praising 
the achievements of that organisation 
and attributing them largely to “ the 

wer of decision ” which Mapai had 

it (with its over-all majority), 

His remarks, like those of Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, showed that they have not 
lost the hope that their party may 
obtain the same “ power of decision ” 
in national matters also, and Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, advocating again “ united 
working class.” said this could be 
brought about only if Mapai became 
the biggest and undisputed force 
within the Histadrut. Mr. Ben-Gurion 


said that Mapai was virtually estab- 
lished 54 years ago when a few men 
in the Diaspora grew tired of speech- 
making in the Diaspora and came to 
Palestine to do some real work. 

Not unnaturally, the linking of Mr. 
Lavon’s proposal with Mapai's elec- 
tioneering has antagonised the other 
labour groups, who have termed his 
plan “an clection stunt” and are not 
disposed to study it for any merits it 
might possess. ly the more Right- 
wing Haoved Hazioni showed some 
satisfaction with Mr. Lavon’s views on 
wages. 


Left-wing Criticism 


It is likely that even without clec- 
tions looming overhead, the Left-wing 
groups would be officially against 
these proposals, since they are com- 
mitted to a policy of wage increases 
every year, and, indeed, without such 
a platform they would have little 
raison d'étre in the Histadrut. There 
is little real revolution in Mr. Lavon’s 
proposals. They contain much of 
what has been advocated by many 
people for some time. The Equalisa- 
tion Fund would perhaps not be so 
palatable to the Minister of Finance, 
who would most likely be called upon 
to foot the bill, or a great part of it, 
at any rate in its initial stages. 

In a sense, therefore, Mr. Lavon’s 
plans fall between two stools: they 
contain some points of satisfaction to 
the Manufacturers’ Association but 
do not go far enough for that body, 
and they frighten the Left-wing groups 
because they run counter to their 
slogans. But, of course, within the 
Histadrut, if Mapai adopts the plans 
they can push them through. 

In the meantime they are the basis 
of much of the election propaganda 
which the various groups are now 

utting out. All are —— to 
— to the agreement to refrain from 
mutual “ besmirching ” in the Histad- 
rut, but even now some are finding 
it a little hard to know where to draw 
the line between legitimate critical 
attack and “ besmirching ”!

A PROSELYTE 
Hollywood Ceremony

Los ANGELES 

Elizabeth Taylor, the British film 
actress, has become a Jewess. She 
announced her conversion after a 
ceremony conducted by Rabbi Max 
Nussbaum in Temple Israel, a large 
Reform synagogue in Hollywood. 
Miss Taylor's parents were present 
at the ceremony. 

In an interview, Rabbi Nussbaum 
said that Miss Taylor, who was a 
Protestant, had discussed the question 
of her conversion to Judaism before 
the death of her Jewish husband, 
Mike Todd in an air crash. She made 
her final decision the day after his 
death, and for the past seven months 
she had met Rabbi Nussbaum once a 
week to study Judaism.

BEN-GURION’S OFFER 
TO RUSSIA 


Scientific Projects 
From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

Israel was ready to carry out scien- 
tific research projects for Russia, just 
as she was doing for the United States, 
Mr. Ben-Gurion, the Israeli Premier, 
has told the Knesset. 

The Premier was replying on Mon- 
day to a question by Mrs. Esther 
Vilenska (Communist), who alleged 
that reports ef such work being 
carried out by Israeli scientific insti- 
tutions had caused deep anxiety 
among wide circles of the Israeli 
public, ““ which were disturbed at the 
great danger involving their country 
in the aggressive plans of the United 
States rulers against peace of the 
world.” 

Mr. Ben-Gurion denied that Israel 
was doing work for Nato (which Mrs. 
Vilenska had also alleged) and said 
that only propaganda of the Israeli 
Communist Party was aware of the 
aggressive plans by the rulers of the 
United States.

VIENNA 

There are 9,183 Jews now living 
in Vienna, according to a survey 
carried out by the local Jewish Com- 
munity Council.

In this connection, it is interesting 
to note that in anticipation of the 
census figures, a number of local 
government officials in the Soviet 
Union have, in the last few weeks, 
given their own estimates of the Jewish 
population in several leading cities. 
Thus, for instance, the Deputy Mayor 
of Kiev, Viadimar Arkadayev, 
declared that there were “at least 
200,000 Jews in Kiev today.” But the 
figure may be higher as many Jews 
refused to return to the smaller towns 
in the Ukraine after the war, and pre- 
ferred to settle in the capital. In 
Odessa, too, according to the Mayor, 
Grigori Blagvichenko, in an interview 
given to a foreign journalist, there are 
today more than 200,000 Jews. 

The Jewish population of Minsk, 
the capital of Byelorussia, has also 
greatly increased. It now numbers 
130,000, which is more than a quarter 
of the total population of the city. 
Minsk has a Jewish Deputy Mayor 
and, according to him, some 30 per

Other cities with considerable 
Jewish populations are Bobruisk, with 
an estimated 60.000, Kishinev with 
between .

I appears 
that some time before the census was 
taken several Jewish writers trom 
Moscow had been travelling through- 
out the country, especially the Jewish 
centres, collecting as much data as 
possible in the various localities 
While the bulk of the Jewish popv- 
lation in the Soviet Union, which was 
at one time given as numbcring over 
three million, js concentrated in the 
capitals of the various Republics and 
in the larger cities, there has been a 
tendency in the last few years for 
a number of Jewish communities to 
develop in the smaller towns, 
This was due to the freer atmo 
sphere which prevailed soon after 
Stalin’s death and the hope that the 
antisemitic tendencies, which in the 
Ukraine and Byelorussia, for instance, 
were very strong due to the Naz 
occupation, would disappear.

We all know the story of the little 
boy who, when asked > describe the 
difference between science and 
religion, declared that science was 
material and religion immaterial. 
The myth that science is concerned 
with hard facts susceptible of proof 
while religion is concerned with 
authoritarian fiats unsusceptible of 
proof dies hard. 

It derives from a fundamentally 
fallacious conception of religion and 
science which are both concerned 


rs Suppose @ man has intercourse with his 
neighbour's wife, it is rieht that she should 
not conceive, but the world pursues its natural 
course and, as for the fools who act wrongly. 
they will have to render an account... . God 
declared, Not enough that the wicked put My 
coinage to vulgar use, but they trouble Me and

But the rigid neutrality of science 
and the reasonableness of genuine 
religion apparently fail to satisfy 
modern man, partly because so much 
of what passes for popular science 
today is subtly motivated by anti- 
religious sentiment and partly be- 
cause most of what passes for popular 
religion today vaunts itself shame- 
lessly in an irrationality thinly veiled 
in a cloak of “tradition” and

with the same reality but from 
different standpoints. In the sphere 
of religion the fallacy arises from an 
inability to perceive the distinction 
between loving God because our 
religious experience compels us to do 
so and loving God because we are 
commanded to love Him by authority 
in the second verse of the Shema. In 
the sphere of science the fallacy 
arises from an inability to understand 
the absolutely neutral nature of 
science which, by virtue of its 
methodological presuppositions, can- 
not enter into the sphere of value 
judgments. Neither the — scientist 
nor the believer can avoid coming 
to their respective conclusions. 

The difference between them is that 
the scientist is (or should be) endea- 
vouring to answer all scientific ques- 
tions about the world, while the 
believer is (or should be) endeavour- 
ing to answer all religious questions 
about the world. And while the 
scientist's conclusions, being strictly 
neutral, must be accepted by the 
believer, the believer's conclusions 
need not necessarily be accepted by 
the scientist. For the believer's con- 
clusions, involving value judgments, 
can be ignored without peril to life. 
We ignore the principle of gravity to 
our physical cost. We can ignore 
God only to our spiritual cost and, 
as Judaism might put it, God has 
so made the world that we are free 
to ignore Him. He does not want 
us to, but if ignoring Him met with 
the same kind of reaction as falling 
out of a window, believing in Him 
would be meaningless. This religious

“mysticism” which is often merely 
sophisticated superstition. Professor 
Lovell’s Reith Lectures support the 
cause of both deviations. By pre- 
senting the issue between the steady- 
State and evolutionary theories of the 
origin of the Universe as a kind of 
medieval disputation whose outcome 
is fraught with theological implica- 
tions he has performed a disservice 
both to science and religion. He has 
given the impression that science is 
still fighting a last ditch battle with 
religion (will the ghost of Bishop 
never be lain?) to be 
settled in the near future, and at the 
same time he has reassured us that 


‘even if the. steady-state theory were 


proved, there would still be scientific 
problems to explain which would 
give religion a little more breathing 


space. 
As a Professor of Radio Astro- 
nomy, Professor Lovell is_ fully 


equipped to guide us through the 
paths of modern astronomy and cur- 
rent theories on the origin of the 
universe. As a lecturer on “ The 
Individual And The Universe,” who 
informs us that “the most distin- 
guished living exponent of the evolu- 
tionary theory of the origin of the 
universe is himself in Holy Orders” 
—as if these two things were in any 
way related—he leaves much to be 
desired. The B.B.C. might be well 
advised to try an experiment next 
time they deal with this problem. 
By all means let Professor Lovell 
deal with the Universe—in this sphere 
he is no doubt second to none—but 
let us have an equal specialist on 


the Individual as an _ antidote. 
Religion and science might both 
benefit. 


Rumanian Zionists

Dr. Klausner has written the 
history of the pro-Palestine move- 
ments in Rumania during the three 
decades, 1868-1898. His work is of 
special interest to the English reader 
because we meet in its pages 
numerous Englishmen, both Jew and 
Gentile, who played a significant part 
in these movements. Rumanian 
Jewry had suffered from oppression 
and disabilities ever since the estab- 
lishment of the Ramanian State. It 


was Disraeli at the Berlin Congress 


who demanded their emancipation. 
Although this was written into the 
Berlin Treaty it did not help the 
Rumanian Jews much, as _ the 
Rumanian Government immediately 
deprived them of Rumanian citizen- 
ship (and as aliens they could not, 


of course, enjoy the fruits of emanci- 


Sir Moses Montefiore, too, as 
President of the Board of Deputies 
of British Jews, incessantly fought 
against the oppression of his brethren 


in Rumania. In 1878 the Gentile 
Englishman, Laurence Oliphant, pro- 
moted the aliya of Rumanian Jews 
to the Holy Land, and submitted to 
Queen Victoria’s Foreign Secretary a 
project for the establishment of 
Jewish settlements in Palestine under 
British protection. Again, it was THE 
Jewish CuHronicte which played a 
noble part both in the defence of 
Rumanian Jewry and in the propa- 
ganda for their settlement in 
Palestine. Last but not least, 
the famous scholar and Zionist 
leader, Haham Dr. Moses Gaster, 
was, before his arrival in London, 
one of the influential and active 
leaders of the pro-Palestine move- 
ments and Hoveve Zion in Rumania. 

The author gives a detailed story of 
these movements, together with the 
text of many precious documents and 
publications and several interesting 
illustrations. In addition his book 
contains the story of the various 
Rumanian settlements. in the Holy 
Land, how they started and grew, 
their joys and misfortunes, their 
quarrels and victories.

time in his married life, to go to his 
wife “ with no strings attached.” The 
hero is Jewish and his wife is 
Gentile ; thus his freedom with her is 
a over the “enemy camp 
which the hero has always thought 
to be the Gentile world, but which is 
shown in the book to be his own 
fears, and his own involvement with 
the squalors of his childhood.

Following the end of the first 
session of the New York State Legis- 
lature under the Nelson Rockefeller 
administration, the American Jewish 
Congress has made an evaluation of 
the results and has decided that the 
Session just concluded represents a 
“shocking abandonment of respon- 
sibility ” in the face of critical needs 
for protecting civil rights and civil 
liberties in the State. 

Governor Rockefeller himself was 
crit cised for showing “a distressing 
lack of leadership” in promoting 
a measure aimed at ensuring equal 
rights among the State's citizens. The 
Chairman of the Congress's Com- 
mission on Law and Social Action, 
Mr. Shad Polier, said that the 
Governor had either ignored or asked 
for “more study” on all the civil 
rights and civil liberties measures pro- 

sed in the Legislature. Mr. Polier 
isted these “ major failures”: 

Failure to enact a law barring 
racial discrimination private 
housing. There is such an ordinance 
in Ngw York City, but so far the 
State has refused to extend it to 
other sections, Failure to enact a 


“ Fair Sabbath” Bill that would give 
municipalities local option to grant 
exemption from the State compulsory 
Sunday closing law to Jews and 
others who observe Saturday as their 
Sabbath. At least twelve other States 
have such laws now, Mr. Polier said.

A survey of American Jewish 
teenagers conducted by the B'nai 
Brith Youth Organisation has 
shown that while they are over- 
whelmingly pro-Israel, they have 
no desire to emigrate and settle in 
the Jewish State.

FRENCH EXCHANGE HOLIDAY 
SCHEME 


By “GREEN FLAG” 


A Franco-Jewish exchange holiday 
scheme, run by well-known and 
tesponsible Jewish people, has been 
inaugurated. The new scheme, to be 
called “Notre Foyer,” is to be 
managed by Mme Louise Meyer, of 
11 Rue Manin, Paris XIX.

she writes: “I am a teacher at one 
of the schools of the Paris Con- 
sistoire and have been approached b 
my own and other Freach-Jewish 
Students to organise a scheme where- 
by Jewish families in Great Britain 
would be willing to give them hos- 
pitality in their homes for various 
periods, either au pair, as paying 
guests, or on an exchange basis. The 
purpose of the stay would mainly be 
to learn the En lish language. Kosher 
facilities would be insisted on in 
many instances. There are numerous 
Jewish families in all parts of France 
who would welcome young people 
from England on similar terms. 
Naturally, references from both sides 
would be essential in every case,” she 
concludes.

Axe, E.C.3, inform me that: “ Com- 
mencing in May, the Turkish Mari- 
time Lines are introducing a new 
express service from Marseilles to 
Haifa and Mersin to be maintained 
by the steamer Istanbul (5,237 tons). 
To make it very comfortable for the 
passengers, the ship has been com- 
pletely refitted. In addition to a high 
standard of English and French 
cuisine, kosher food will be served 
on request. A rabbi will be present 
during each voyage and among the 
personnel will be an Israeli purser 
and others proficient in several 
languages. Fares have been greatly 
reduced and special terms are avail- 
able for group bookings.

No Kosher Facilities 


Coincident with the usual seasonal

HOW TO MAKE JEWS 
ISRAEL-CONSCIOUS

Having herself experienced the 
“terrific” impact of a tour of Israel, 
Lady Karminski suggested that per- 
sonal or group visits to the Jewish 
State provided the most effective 
method of making Jews “ Israel con- 
scious” and of making friends for 
the State among non-Jews. 

Israel, she said, in an address to 
the Anglo-Israel Cultural Association 
in London, last week, should not 
only be a show-place for Jews all 
over the world. It was no _ less 
important that the Jewish Agency 
should give the fullest encouragement 
to non-Jewish tourism as well. Lady 
Karminski added that if the cost of 
a visit to Israel could be brought 
down to about £100, the Jewish 
State could complete successfully as 
a holiday resort for many thousands 
of people. 

In what she called “a very per- 
sonal impression of Israel,” Lady 
Karminski gave a colourful account 
of the first visit which she had made 
last year with her husband, Mr. 
Justice Karminski and the other 
members of the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munal delegation to the Jewish 
State. 

From the first minute that they had 
set their feet on the soil of Israel, 
she stated, they felt at home and the 
impact of the country and its people 
was terrific. 


MOSHAY SUITABLE 
FOR SOUTH AFRICA

JOHANNESBURG 

After having toured Israel and seen 
the communal settlements, Mr. J. J 
Fouche, the Administrator of the 
Orange Free State, is convinced that 
the moshav system is eminently suit- 
able for Africans in the Union cf 
South Africa. 


The primitive forms of farming in 
which they engage at present make 
it impossible for them, and particu- 
larly for their young sons, to make 
their living on the land. They, 
therefore, flock into the towns seeking 
work. 

Mr. Fouche has in mind the estab- 
lishment of communal settlements for 
Africans, where, in addition to 
agriculture, the members would 
establish workshops and home 
industries. 

It is obvious, said Mr. Fouche, 
that the average African is not yet 
equipped to operate such settlements, 
and he suggests that European 
instructors be sent on a special course 
to Israel. 

The suggestion has evoked wide- 
spread interest in the South African 
press. With the new plans for auto- 
nomous Native Areas (popularly 
described as Bantustans), the question 
of making poor agricultural areas 
self-supporting will be of major 
importance.

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IMMIGRATION 
AND POLITICS 


HOPES have been expressed that 
the Rumanian Government may 
soon reconsider its decision to ban 
emigration of Jews, beginning with 
those unfortunates who had already 
relinquished homes, employment, 
and property in order to receive 
exit documents and who are now 
left homeless and destitute, unable 
either to leave Rumania or to 
become re-absorbed. 

Though the publicity with which 
the emigration was surrounded has 
been widely blamed for its cessa- 


tion, the paucity of accurate 
knowledge available concerning 
the motives which led _ the 


Rumanian Government first to 
permit and then to forbid emigra- 
tion makes it difficult to be certain. 
We have no certainty either that 
Arab protests. were really the effec- 
tive cause of the ban, or that the 
movement of tens of thousands of 
Jews could have been kept secret 
even had Israel abstained from 
publicity. Nor should analysis of 
the causes be allowed to obscure 
the fact that there can be no pos- 
sible excuse for denial of the 
inalienable right of Jews to 
emigrate. 

It is unfortunately true, however, 
that emigration Eastern 
Europe and North Alrica creates 4 
dilemma for Israel's Government. 
Much as they fear the possible 
effects of publicity, the crisis appeal 
is tempting. It promises to reanimate 
Diaspora generosity. It can help 
overcome local opposition to the 


Government's handling of eco- 
nomic affairs. At a time of 
economic crisis, aggravated by 


electoral sparring and the extra 
burden foreshadowed by tens of 


thousands of new immigrants in 
addition to many thousands who 


are still not fully absorbed tnto the 
economy, the temptation js difficult 
to resist. But crisis appeals, like 
many other stimuli, are in danger 
of losing their effectiveness by 
constant repetition, especially if 
actual immigration falls far short 


of widely publicised advance 
estimates. 
The Israeli Government would 


be well advised to use the breath- 
ing space gained—however unwel- 
come—to prepare to receive future 
immigration from Eastern Europe 
which ts likely to come eventually. 

It is to be hoped thatthe 
cessation of emigration ts but 
temporary and that the 
Rumanian Government will soon 
respond to the dictates of humanity. 
To attempt to attribute responsi- 
bility for the events of the imme- 
diate past is, at this stage. an 
undesirable and unprofitable task. 
But there are certain clear lessons 
which can be learned and can make 
us the better able to undertake the 
tasks which lie ahead. 


ENTERPRISING 
ORTHODOXY 


ALONGSIDE Mr. Harry Samuels’s 
references (at the A.J.A. Council 
on Tuesday) to the “ bankruptcy ” 
of Orthodox leadership in this 
country must be placed evidence of 
the advance of Orthodoxy in

that enterprise can go hand in hand 
with the strictest Orthodoxy. 


In this country Orthodox 
without compelling 
reason, often identifiable with the 
sluggish acceptance of a set of 
conventions, irrespective of whether 
they are based on Jewish law or 
relevant to contemporary needs. 
With the exception of the Right- 
wing sector, from which such 
vigorous institutions as Gateshead 
Yeshiva and the Jewish day schools 
have sprung, there is little inclina- 
tion to think out new methods of 
taking the message of Judaism to 
the people, The announcement that 
in one important London syna- 
gogue the minister was to begin 
this week a class for adults in 
elementary Hebrew and the rudi- 
ments of Judaism shows the wel- 
come glimmerings of a more 
realistic approach and could be the 
forerunner of similar efforts else- 
where. The same assumption that 
the people need to be taught should 
inform the approach to the liturgy. 
which becomes much more impres- 
sive when explained, and once 
explained compels greater sincerity 
in prayer. In like manner, there 
is room for a fresh approach to 
synagogue activities, emphasising 
in particular the. possibility of 
making the synagogue a centre for 
a complete range of congregational! 
activities, and laying stress on edu- 
cation for young and old. Syna- 
gogue leaders, lay and clerical, need 
to search out in contemporary 
terms the best techniques for com- 
municating their beliefs to the 
apathetic or unlearned and making 
them real. Traditional Judaism 
would then be better served and 
would gain by refuting the impres- 
sion that it cannot go hand in hand 
with the spirit of enterprise. 


CHURCH AND SYNAGOGLE 

For long and bitter centuries the 
celebration of Easter by Christen- 
dom became the signal for intensi- 
fying the persecution against Jewry. 
This religious season in the Church 
calendar was regularly commemo- 
rated by the wicked calumnies and 
cruel sufferings brought upon the 
Jews by their Christian neighbours. 
The repercussions of these lament- 
able happenings have persisted to 
the present day and the remnants 
of past intolerance and bigotry have 
even yet not been eliminated. All 
who would promote good will and 
mutual understanding between the 
followers of the two faiths must 
therefore welcome the important 
pronouncements by Christian 
spokesmen which have been made 
during this present Easter season. 
A long-standing cause of offence 
has been the opprobrious wording 
of the Good Friday prayer regard- 
ing the Crucifixion that is recited 
by Roman Catholics for the con- 
version of the Jews. The action 
of Pope John XXIII in removing 
the objectionable words from this 
prayer is deeply gratifying. Nor are 
these commendable gestures con- 
fined to the Roman _ Catholic 
Church. A most significant sermon 
was preached in Westminster 
Abbey last week by the Rev. 
George Appleton. This Anglican 
preacher condemned in no uncer- 


tain terms the conduct of the 
Christian Church “down all the 
centuries since that first Good 


Friday,” and he made a moving 
plea for a change of attitude. And 
this plea has been finely re-echoed 
by a spokesman of Free 
Churches, the Rev. William Gow- 
land, of Luton, who is eager to 
remove the prevailing ignorance 
about the debt of Christianity to 
Judaism. All these indications of 
the increase of happier relation- 
ships between church and syna- 
gogue should give cause for 
rejoicing to religious believers of 
every creed. 


COST OF EDUCATION 


THe London Board for Jewish 
Religious Education deserves praise 
for the clear and full accounts 
which were presented to its meet- 
ing last week. Unfortunately, 
these show that expendijure, though 
tightly controlled, constantly out- 
paces revenue, and that this year 
will see the end of the reserve out 
of which recurring deficits have 
been met. From what source are 
additional funds to be drawn? 
The financial mainstay of the Board 
is the Religious Education Rate 
levied by United Synagogue. 
The resolutions adopted by the 
last meeting of the United Syna- 
gogue Council wil] not reduce the 


total raised by that means, but, as 
previously suggested these 
columns, they may well have the 
effect of “freezing” the amount at 
its present level; and the proceed- 
ings of the London Board do not 
allay these misgivings. Two pos- 
sible sources of additional revenue 
should be examined. First, many 
parents would be willing to make a 
contribution to the cost of their 
children’s religious education. 
Secondly, an appeal to the public 
would not only meet with a 
response but would make the com- 
munity more education conscious. 
London Jewry could double and 
treble its effort for religious educa- 
tion and still have no grounds 
for complacency. A satisfactory 
system cannot be financed on the 
limited and  jnelastic resources 
available from a levy on synagogue 
seat rentals. 


CHOIRS AND CHORISTERS 


Wnuy choirs? As is only natural 
in a choirmaster, the writer of the 
article printed opposite takes them 
for granted. Yet it is axiomatic 
in Judaism that neither a special 
building nor an ordained rabbi nor 
trained singers are requisite for 
public worship; only a quorum of 
ten adult males. But Judaism also 
knows the concept of hiddur 
mitzva, of making beautiful the 
performance of a religious duty, 
and hence we should build beauti- 
ful synagogues and make their ser- 
vices beautiful also. When it comes 
to maintaining efficient synagogue 
choirs the task is made more dil- 
ficult by the shortage of boy chor)- 
sters and by the constant attempts 
to impose an over-all prohibition 
on women singers. This has no 
greater authority than a stray utter- 
ance m the Talmud, hardly flatter- 
ing to either sex, to the effect that 
the sound of a woman's voice 1s 
conducive to lewdness. If taken 
seriously it would prohibit attend- 
ance at the most solemn of operas 
or the most spiritual of oratorios, 
which sometimes are performed 
under Jewish auspices, or even the 
possession of a television, which 
is a joy even to the most observant. 
Like the enrolment of a choir of 
any kind, its composition is a 
matter on which congregations will 
take different views and should be 
free to take their own decisions 


A. B. GUTHRIE 

Since the beginning this 
century the name of one man has 
been, throughout practically the 
whole period, indissolubly linked 
with THe JewisH CHRONICLE. 
Strangely enough it was that of a 
non-Jew, Alfred B. Guthrie, ‘who 
died last Friday. He became adver- 
tisement manager and then General 
Manager, and identified himself 
absolutely with the paper: it is not 
too much to say that THe Jewisu 
CHRONICLE was his life. In many 
respects he represented the best 
example of the way in which 
Christian-Jewish relations sould 
operate. Unpretentious and even 
humble as he was, Guthrie had 
always the complete trust and 
affection of his colleagues, at a!! 
levels. While devoted to the 
interests of the management he 
was yet ever ready to take up the 
cause of the lowliest member of 
the staff if he thought he had been 
unfairly treated ; and he was loved 
as much as he was respected. In 
paving a last tribute to him we 


may well recall the rabbinic 
dictum, “the righteous of the 
nations of the world have a 


portion in the life to come.”

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CHOIRS 


By BERNARD COUSIN 


ROM ancient times music has 
heen wedded to corporate 
worship. Yet if a cross-section 
of the Jewish community were to 
be questioned today as to the place 
of the choif in synagogue worship 
the replies would not on the whole 
he very encouraging. 

One would lament the decline in 
the standard of choral singing. 
Another would urge the return to 
voluntary choirs, which have largely 
been displaced by paid singers. A 
third would deplore the singing of 
elaborate compositions and would 
argue that the raison d’étre of the 
choir is to lead the congregation in 
simple community singing... A 
fourth would urge that the choir 
should adhere strictly to “ tradi- 
tional” tunes. 


“ Expensive Luxury ~ 


There would also be a body ol 
opinion which would consider that 
choirs are an “expensive luxury ” 
which cannot be afforded nowadays, 
and that congregational singing 
alone would be quite adequate. The 
choirmasters themselves, on the 
other hand, would lament that since 
the war there has been a growing 
scarcity of suitable  choristers 
because of the poor salaries offered 
to good singers who can read music 
fluently. They would point out 
that the United Synagogue, which 
has 22 choirs under its wgis, still 
allows litthe more than the pre-war 
choir grant to each synagogue, 
which is left to supplement that 
grant as. best it can, 

Before dealing with these dif- 
ferent points of view I would like 
to state mv belief that the funda- 
mental difficulty 3s one of status. 
To make this clear let us consider 
the position of the choirmaster 
abroad in the leading Jewish com- 
munities before the war. The choir- 
master there had the status of a 
second chazan. His was a full- 
time job in training a_ four-part

choir in an extensive repertoire. He 
was expected fo possess sound 
musical qualifications, was paid a 
living wage, and retired with a 
pension. 
_ The position of the choirmaster 
in this country js quite different. 
He is commonly regarded more as 
a choir leader than as the third 
arm, after the minister and chazan. 
in the synagogue service. Choir- 
masters, who are only part-time 
officials, do not receive a pension 
or lump sum on retirement. and 
few possess any recognised musical 
degree or diploma. Moreover. 
salaries of both choirmasters and 
choristers have in general fallen far 
behind the rise in the cost of living. 
It is, therefore, small wonder that 
there is a general attitude of apathy 
in choirs, that properly trained 
singers are very scarce, and that 
the general standard of choral sing- 
ing has declined. The voluntary 
choir or the boys’ choir is no solu- 
tion. Few voluntary adult choristers 
are prepared to come forward 
nowadays, while boys have too 
many other distractions 


Triple Function 


No progress is possible unless 
there is general agreement on the 
threefold functions of the choir, 
viz., to stimulate. congregational 
Singing, to maintain a full and 
varied repertoire, and to include at 
least one or two items in each ser- 
vice—providing justice can be done 
to. them—to which the congregation 
should listen. 

There are those who argue, how- 
ever, that some choirs are so poo: 
that it would be better to have no 
choir at all, and to rely entirely on 
this so-called “ congregational sing- 
ing.” But here two points are over- 
looked. First, there can be no 
worthwhile congregational singing 
without the lead of a choir. 
Secondly, were the clock put back 
and all choirs abolished, the syna- 
gogue would degenerate into a 
“ shtiebel,” where every man is his 
own chazan and only the most 
vociferous can be heard. Those 
with an ear for music would soon 
cease to attend. 


Wherein, therefore, lies the solu- 
tion to improving the quality and 
repertoire of synagogue choirs? 
The first step is to raise the status 
and qualifications of the choir- 
master. Apprenticeship as a choris- 
ter is not enough. He should be 
encouraged to obtain a recognised 
diploma, which would indicate that 
he has a sound knowledge of the 
theory of music, harmony, and 
composition,. as well as the tech- 
niques of conducting and voice- 
training. He should be a Hebraist, 
and should also be well versed in 
the liturgy, in the history of syna- 
gogue music, and in the wide range 
of its repertoire. 

The only way in which all these 
requirements can be met is by the 
establishment of a Jewish Liturgical 
Music Institute, run on similar lines 
to the Hebrew Union College of 
Sacred Music in New York, 
founded in 1948 by Professor Eric 
Werner. This College awards both 
a Bachetor’s and a Master's Degree 
of Sacred Music. Furthermore, its 
Sacred Music Press has brought 
about a veritable renaissance of 
synagogue music by the publication 
at low cost. on a non-profit basis, 
of “out-of-print classics” in 35 
volumes, containing the works of 
the greatest synagogue composers. 

A similar institution . jn this 
country could perform all the func- 
tions just mentioned, and a number 
of others. The establishment of a 
comprehensive Central Library of 
Jewish Liturgical Music would be 


“Yar 


a major achievement. Sheet music 
for synagogue choirs and Jewish 
schools could be published and dis- 
tributed. Recitals and concerts of 
Jewish music could be given by able 
vocalists and instrumentalists, and 
recordings made. Music courses 
could be held, not only for those 
who are directly concerned with the 
music of the synagogue but also 
for youth leaders, teachers, and 
interested laymen. 


The first practical step would be 
the setting up of a Jewish Music 
Advisory Council, representing all 
institutions concerned with the 
advancement of Jewish music. This 
ad hoc committee would examine 
the requirements of a Jewish Music 
Institute, and would also devise 
means for raising the money neces- 
sary for its maintenance. It might 
be possible for each group of 
Synagogues United, Federation, 
Sephardi, Reform, and Liberal—to 
contribute in proportion to its total 
membership. If, for instance, each 
of the 35,000 families of the 
United Synagogue were to contri- 
bute £1 per annum—less than Sd. a 
week— £35,000 would be available 
for paying choirs adequately, and 
contributing substantially towards 
the cost of the Institute. 

The futuré, not only of syna- 
gogue choirs but of the synagogue 
service itself, depends ultimately on 
the community, who, let us hope, 
will not allow the present highly 
unsatisfactory state of affairs to 
drift on.

Three Sabras 


The three men are sabras. Uri 
and Dan have all the characteristic 
external toughness and prickliness 
and-—far beneath the rind—the 
sudden sweetness and tenderness , 
but Amos is romantic and soft 
right through, a gentle, courageous, 
kindly 1914-ish youth set, with 
savage imappropriateness, in a 
Hemingway landscape and period ; 
and Amos it is that dies, wastefully 
and cruelly, because Uri sends him, 
inefficient and untrained, but wear- 
ing his poet’s panache, on a highly 
risky operation, a raid across the 
frontier directed at an Arab strong 
point.

In this it is 
profoundly representative of the 
Israeli soldiers whom it depicts, 
living, working, and fighting as 
though they were an endless suc- 
cession of Orde Wingates. Orde 
would have recognised any one ot 


, these officers instantly as his own; 


he would have had them in one 
of his night squads or, later, 
his long-range penetration groups ; 
he would have  brokenor 


Sent to his death—Amos, just as 
Uri did. Because he was a Puritan, 
Orde would have disapproved 
violently of their drinking and their 
wenching and their bad language, 
but he would have tolerated all 
these so long as, in action, they 
were “tough.” He never lived to 
see the Army of Israel, but, my 
goodness, he would have under- 
stood it and rejoiced in it. These 
are the boys he trained, grown to 
high command and verging on 
middle age. The brutal and 
licentious soldiery? In one aspect, 
yes. The dedicated warriors with- 
out whom the State of Israel could 
neither have come into existence 
nor sustained its frontiers? — In 
another aspect, yes. 


Vivid Realism 


On page after page the book 
Startles by its simple, vivid, harsh 
accuracy olf evocation—the hard- 
ness of sky and mountain, the 
sweat and shiver of battle, the 
gnawing cold of winter, the dust 
of a summer road under a jeep’s 
wheels, children’s voices as they 
play on a beach an hour before 
the swift Mediterranean sunset.

Next time I 
am about to make a cosy, facile 
speech at a cosy gathering, eight- 
fifteen for eight-thirty, tea and 
cakes afterwards, I shall take this 
book from the shelf and be 
reminded of Israel as Isrnel really 
is; and perhaps my lecture will not 
be so cosy, or so facile, after all.

At Kighty

German Jewrys contribution to 
civilisation was rich and manifold; 
to Jewish culture it was varied; to 
Orthodoxy it expressed itself uniquely 
through Rabbi Samson Raphael 
Hirsch and his school of thought 
which flourished in Frankfort in the 
latter part of the last century. 


This school was sometimes called 
neo-Orthodoxy : others (Dayan Dr. 
1. Grunfeld, one of its present-day 
exponents, for instance) preferred to 
describe it as  post-emancipation 
Orthodoxy. The new trend quickly 
established an unmistakable tradition 
of its own which survived” the 
destruction of Frankfort Jewry. Mr. 
Hermann Schwab. who will be 80 
years of age next Tuesday falthough 
he celebrates his birthday according 
to the Jewish calendar on the first 
day of Passover), belongs to that 
tradition and is one of its faithful 
and devoted recorders, 

Born in Frankfort. he was only ten 
years old when Rabbi Hirsch died. 
His father, Mr. Moses Schwab. a 
merchant and a poet, belonged to the 
circle of young men who fcll under 


the spell of the great Frankfort rabbi 
and his philosophy of “Torah tm 
Derech Fret7.” This expressed the 
concept of a harmonious synthesis 
of Jewish and general education and 
loyalty to Jewish law and tradition 
with a participation in the life of the 
country of which the Jew had become 
an emancipated citizen 

Like his father, Hermann Schwab 
began as merchant. working for 
a metal business in Halberstadt, and 
treating literature as a hobby. But 
at the age of 48 he made literary 
activity his profession: he founded a 
news agency for Central Germany. 
By then his literary reputation was 
well established as the author of 
“Dreams of Childhood” Cater trans- 
lated into many other languages) and 
the first biography of Rabbi Hirsch; 
and as editor of the first Agudist 
journal, the German monthly 
* Haderech.” which he founded 


Invited to London 


In 1931 he wrote a book which 
later proved of great moment to the 
whole Schwab family. This was his 
memoirs about the Frankfort of 
Rabbi Hirsch. called tin German 
*Aus der Schuetzenstrasse” (and 
also translated into English). Among 
its readers was a Jewish banker in 
London, who himself originated from 
Frankfort. He was so impressed by 
it that he visited the author in Hal- 
berstadt to congratulate him, and 
offered to find a post for Mr. 
Schwab's elder son at his City office 
if he decided to go to London. 

The offer was accepted. and the 
son duly went to London (where he 
is today the owner of his own bank- 
ing business). In 1934, after the Nazis 
had forced Mr. Schwab to leave his 
news agency. he and his whole 
family emigrated to London. 

It was typical of the man _ that 
barely a few days after his arrival in 
Golders Green, Mr. Schwab and a 
few other Orthodox = enthusiasts, 
under the leadership of Rabbi Dr. FE. 
Munk. founded what they called “a 
homely synagogue” in the area, 
later named the Golders Green Beth 
Hamedrash and Lincoln Institute. 

For communal work has always 
been an important part of Mr. 
Schwab's busy life. During the First 
World War he founded the War 
Orphans’ Fund of the Agudist Organi- 
sation and frequently visited Eastern 
Europe on its behalf. 

But Mr. Schwab's greatest achieve- 
ment lies in his work as the recorder 
of “a world in ruins.” which is also 
the title of one of his books pub- 
lished on this country. It was the first 
of his trilogy on the history, life. 
and attainments of German Jewry. 
fhe other two being “ The History of 
Orthodox Jewry in Germany” (pub- 
lished in 1950) and a book of essays 
on the. “Jewish Rural Communities 
in Germany” (1956),

of gross overcharging by a licensed 
kosher butcher could be proved, then 
the Board was in a position to take 
disciplinary action. Prices were 
found to compare favourably with 
prices chareed by kosher butchers io 
other towns, and also with those of 
the non-Jewish butchers. 

On the stion of whether retail 
prices could be reduced if the Board 
were to alter its presem policy of 
making annual allocations to charit- 
able institutions (last year £1,200 was 
distributed), Mr. Woolfson said that 
on a basis of 12,000 individuals to 
whom kashrut was available in the 
city the sum allotted to charity 
worked out at 2s. per person per 
year. 

Mr. Woolfson also stated that it 
was not possible to reduce the super- 
vision fees for functions. One reason 
for this was that the number of 
functions now being held in non- 
kosher premises had increased since 
the closing of Geneen’s Restaurant. 

A discussion on the memorandom 
followed, and this was wound-up by 
Dr. Isidore E. Burton. President of 
the Board of Shechita. who said that 
the community owed a great debt 
to Mr. Woolfson for the manner in 
which he had examined all the prob- 
lems affecting the Board. 

Mr. Woolfson replied that a num- 
ber of communal leaders had viewed 
with dismay matters which were 
disturbing the community. and the 
primary purpose of the action which 
had been taken was that the obser- 
vations being made about the Board 
should cease. as they were not only 
unfair but unnecessary.

This recalls that the 
initiative now being displayed had 
a firm foundation, for 90 years 
ago, on April 25, 1869. the then 
newly built synagogue in Francis 
Street was opened. In 1905 there 
were 22 boys and 12 girls in the 
four classes which met five times 
weekly. but even in those days, | 
Mr. Alexander Hyams, the head- 
master (who served 40 years and 
will be a guest at the celebra- 
tions) realised that the serious 
business of education must be 
lightened occasionally. and orga- 
nised the first of the “ cheder out- 
ings.” A choir was introduced 
and in June, 1910, Mr. Snadow 
moved from Abertillery to be- 
come “Shochet, Reader, and 
Mohel. and if necessary assistant 
teacher.” He soon afterwards 
became minister, which he still is. 


Because of the influx —largely 
from London—in the First World 
War, it became necessary to 
secure additional classrooms, and 
in 1922 a school and hall were 
dedicated to the memory of 
Captain Nathan Harris. M.C.. who 
was fatally wounded in August, 
1918. But the South Wales 
depression led to an exodus and 
eventually the synagogue was dis- 
posed of, its sale permitting the 
conversion of the upper floor of 
the communal building into a 
synagogue which, light and airy. 
with modern decoration, still has 
a traditional atmosphere. 

The last war brought anot:er 
influx, following the arrival of 
refugees from Germany and 1945 
marked another exodus. But the 
older generation determined that 
the community must not fail and 
they inspired hitherto inexperi- 
enced members to accept office. 
and the following generation has 
maintained that tradition.

A few simple amendments 
make almost any recipe at home in 
the Jewish kitchen. 

Grills of any kind can be made 
with kosher deep-frozen steaks. The 
centre of a first-cut veal cutlet, well 

unded by the butcher, makes a 
tolerable schnitzel, while sliced bola 
(chuck) or first-cut shoulder steak can 
be used for a rich braise like “ bocuf 
en daube” or Swiss Steak. 

Rendered chicken fat is the most 
savoury. to use for sautéeing meats 
or vegetables or for frying onions and 
rice in a pilaff. When bouillon is 
indicated, use the Israeli chicken 
cubes, which makes the basis of an 
excellent mushroom filling for patties 
instead of the traditional creamy one. 
Chicken bouillon plus egg yolks 
make a very creamy gravy for 
Chicken Maryland or Chicken Pie. 
(Make the sauce with chicken fat, 
flour, and chicken stock, and pour it 
slowly onto beaten egg yolks.) 

A steamed or baked pudding to be 
eaten with a fleischig meal can. be 
mixed with water, and enriched with 
an extra egg yolk. Pancake batters 
are excellent mixed entirely with 
water, but with a dessert-spoon of 
oil stirred in at the end. Use either 
for Yorkshire Pudding or for meat 
blintzes. 

The fat used in a -milchig dish 
should always be butter, which tastes 
and cooks better than any other. But

Let all short-crust pastry as well 
as flaky relax at least ten minutes 
before baking. Or it will do so in 
the oven and shrink hideously. 

Make sure your fish oil is hot 
enough to brown an inch-cube of 
bread in one minute before you 
lower in your first piece of fish. Or 
the coating will become irredeemably 


soggy. 

Add an egg yolk to flan or tart 
pastry. It makes a more biscuity 
pastry which does not become soggy 
with fruit juice, 

And for success in all your 
cookery, whether traditional or 
modern, read your recipe right 
through and get out every single 
ingredient and utensil before ever you 
set hand to wooden spoon.

Butter Cake 


Fine matzo meal (or cake meal), 6 
OZ., Caster sugar, 4 o7.; butter, 4 
| egg; flavouring chopped nuts. 

Cream the butter and sugar, add 
the yolk of the egg, then the meal, 
flavour with vanilla sugar or cinna- 
mon and knead to a pliable dough. 
Press into a greased baking tin, about 
4 inch thick, brush over with white 
of egg and sprinkle with chopped 
nuts. Bake in a moderate oven till 
lightly browned—about 25 minutes 
(400°—Regulo No. 5). After remov- 
ing from the oven leave for 2 or 3 
minutes, then cut into squares or 
fingers, leave in the tin for a few 
minutes longer, then remove from the 
tm and cool on a cake tray. 


Wafer Biscuits 

Fine meal, 2 o7.: caster sugar, 2 
O2.; Margarine, 2 0z.; 1 
flavouiing. 

MELT the margarine ; whip the egg 
and sugar till light and frothy, add 
the melted margarine and a little 
vanilla sugar or grated lemon rind, 
then stir in the meal. 

Grease baking tins very thoroughly 
with cooking fat and put in small 
teaspoonfuls of the mixture very far 
apart as they spread considerably. 
Bake in a hot oven till set and the 
edges are lightly browned. (450°— 
Regulo No. 7.) Remove from the 
tins immediately and cool on a cake 
tray. 


Cinnamon Balls 


Ground almonds, 6 o0z.; caster 
sugar, $ Ib.; whites of 3 eggs; 
cinnamon, 1. tablespoonful; icing 


sugar. 

Beat egg whites to a stiff froth, 
add sugar, cinnamon, and ground 
almonds and mix thoroughly. Roll 
into balls and bake on a greased tin 
in a slow oven till set (350°--Regulo 
No. 3), 20-25 minutes. Remove 
from the tin and roll in icing sugar. 

Sponge Cake (1) 

Fine matzo meal, 2 02.: potato 
flour, 4 oz.; butter (or margarine), 6 
oz.; caster sugar, 6 oz.; 3 eggs. 

MELT the butter (or margarine) but 
do not make it very hot. Separate the 
yolks and whites of the eggs, sieve 
the meal and potato flour together. 
Beat the egg yolks and sugar till 
very light, add the melted butter, 
then the potato flour and meal. Then 
fold in the stiffly whipped egg whites. 
Turn into a greased and lined: 8-inch 
cake tin and bake in a moderate 
oven about 1} hours (375°—Regulo 
No, 4). Invert on to a cake tray and 
leave till nearly cold before turning 
out, 

Note, The mixture can be flavoured 
with vanilla sugar or grated lemon or 
orange rind. 

For Small Sponge Cakes. Turn into 
greased patty tins and bake 15-20 
minutes in a somewhat hotter oven 
(400°—Regulo No. 5). 


Sponge Cake (2) 


Fine matzo meal, 3 oz.; 
sugar, 6 0z.; 4 eggs. 

GREASE a 7/8-inch cake tin and 
dust with sugar and potato flour. 
Put the eggs and sugar in a large 
bowl, stand the bowl over a saucepan 
of hot water and whisk the eggs and 
sugar briskly until the mixture is 
very light and fluffy. Fold the meal 
in very lightly, using a metal spoon. 
Turn into prepared tin and bake 
about an hour in a slow oven (350°— 
Regulo No. 3). When cooked invert 
on to a cake tray and leave till 
nearly cold before turning out. 

Note. The mixture can be flavoured 
with grated lemon rind or vanilla 
sugar. 

Sponge Sandwich. Grease 2 sand- 
wich tins and dust with sugar and 
potato flour. Put half the mixture in 
each and bake in a moderate oven 
25-30 minutes (400°—Regulo No. 5). 
When cold, sandwich together with 
jam or butter icing.

Simul- 
taneously. another temporary inmate 
is given a policeman’s uniform to 
impress a visiting inspector, a facility 
that enables him to effect a daring 
jewel robbery. The tie-up with the 
girl and the thief is neatly contrived. 
with a surprise laugh at the finish. 


John Mills’s exceptionally talented 
little girl, Hayley, is starred with the 
German actor Horst Buchholz in 
Tiger Bay (“A”), now at the 
Leicester Square Theatre, W.C. With- 
out the aid of the minutest ray of 
reflected glory from her illustrious 
father, she spurts into world fame all 
on her own with a_ mafvellously 
intelligent performance as a Cardiff 
slum child who gets involved in the 
murder by a Polish seaman of his 
light-o’-love, a part splendidly sus- 
tained with her customary emotional 
vehemence by Yvonne Mitchell. 


Sherlock Holmes Again 


A great deal more blood and 
thunder than Conan Doyle ever 
envisaged is put into the new version, 
in excellent Technicolour, of The 
Hound Of The Baskervilles (“ A’), 
now gracing the screen at the London 
Pavilion, Piccadilly Circus, W. I have 
seen most of the film portrayers of 
the fascinating character of Sherlock 
Holmes, from the first one (Bille 
Norwood), the best one (Basil Rath- 
bone), to this new one, Peter Cushing. 
The classic yarn of Holmes's skilful 
detection of the crime of an 
impoverished landowner who uses an 
ancient curse to rid himself of an 
aristocratic neighbour and succeed to 
his estates is told in up-to-date terms 
of horrifics.

OUTSTANDING WORK 


By H. C. STEVENS 


Of all Bloch's compositions his 
“Schelomo” Rhapsody for violon- 
cello and orchestra has featured most 
frequently in the concert repertoire. 
For over forty years it has ranked 
as one of the very few outstanding 
works for this combination written in 
this century. That is not surprising. 
for its blend of rapture and melan- 
choly, of world-weariness and glow- 
ing, sensuous feeling is admirably 
suited to the ‘cello voice, while its 
orchestration is rich and colourful. 

Yet it is Zara Nelsova who has 
made the work peculiarly her own, 
ever since she played and recorded 
it, with the composer conducting. 
several years ago. She will be play- 
ing it again tomorrow evening in the 
BBC hird Programme concert. 

Another concert of modern, —- 
not ultra-modern music, one of_the 
seven which the London  Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra have made so 
successful this season, will include 
Vaughan Williams’ Sixth Symphony, 
one of the most remarkable composi- 
tions of that English genius. Finished 
in 1947, when the composer was 75, 
it is regarded by many as the quin- 
tessence of his music. Its first three 
movements in various Ways convey 
all the storm and passion of human 
life, but its fourth, the Epilogue, will 
for ever remain one of the most 
debated items in Vaughan Williams’ 
output, for it is a prolonged study in 
quietness and peace. How should 
one listen to it—with ears strained 
and senses taut to catch every nuance. 
or relaxed and letting its gentle 
beauty wash over and sink into one ? 
Either way, it is a Spiritual experi-

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OUTSTANDING WORK 


By H. C. STEVENS 


Of all Bloch’s compositions his 
“Schelomo” Rhapsody for violon- 
cello and orchestra has featured most 
frequently in the concert repertoire. 
For over forty years it has ranked 
as one of the very few outstanding 
works for this combination ~.=:tten in 
this century. That is not surprising. 
for its blend of rapture and melan- 
choly, of world-weariness and glow- 
ing, sensuous fecling is admirably 
suited to the ‘cello voice, while its 
orchestration is rich and colourful. 

Yet it is Zara Nelsova who has 
made the work peculiarly her own, 
ever since she played and recorded 
it, with the composer conducting, 
several years ago. She will be play- 
ing it again tomorrow evening in the 
B.B.C. Third Programme concert. 

Another concert of modern, yo 
not ultra-modern music, one of the 
seven which the London  Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra have made so 
successful this season, will include 
Vaughan Williams’ Sixth Symphony, 
one of the most remarkable composi- 
tions of that English genius. Finished 
in 1947, when the composer was 75, 
it is regarded by many as the quin- 
tessence of his music. Its first three 
movements in various ways convey 
all the storm and passion of human 
life, but its fourth, the Epilogue, will 
for ever. remain one of the most 
debated items in Vaughan Williams’ 
output, for it is. a prolonged study in 
quietness and peace.

Great Jewish Scientists—3 


SOLLY ZUCKERMAN 


By MAURICE COLDSMITH 


PES and war are the keys 
A to the present-day signi- 

ficance of Professor Sir Solly 
Zuckerman, C.B., F.R.S. 


He was born in South Africa in 
1904. His father was a Cape Town 
business man, who, like many 
Jewish parents, wanted his son to 
become a doctor. Solly agreed, 
and when he was 21 came, as many 
South Africans still do, to study at 
University College Hospital in 
London. 

He had always been jnterested 
in baboons, and in his native land 
had spent many hours in the moun- 
tains watching them. Based on 
these personal observations, he had 
written a scientific paper on their 
growth. It was a good piece of 
original work, and as a result he 
was appointed Research Anatomist 
to the Zoological Society of Lon- 
don. (Today he is still connected 
with the Zoo as Honorary Secre- 
tary.) 

It had become clear that he 
would make a brilliant research 
scientist, so he gave up all ideas 
of medicine. And in 1932 his 
book “ The Social] Life of Monkeys 
and Apes” added to his growing 
reputation. It is still the standard 
work on the subject. 


| War Problems 


During the last war scientists 
were brought in to work on opera- 
tional problems. At first they had 
a hard time in gaining the con- 
fidence of the military leaders. 
Some never succeeded. Solly 
Zuckerman did. 

These scientists were concerned 
with a wide variety of problems, 
many of them quite outside their 
normal academic field. In 1939, on 
the eve of the war, for example, 
precise information was wanted 


about the eflects of bomb 
people.

He stressed 
that Israel would have to admit “a 
fair portion of the Arab refugees.” 

“Sooner or later the Israel-Arab 
problem will have to be solved,” Mr. 
Samir Rifai. the Jordan Premier, told 
United Nations correspondents on 
Wednesday. “We want peace based 
on the just rights of nations,” he 
stated. This appeared to be in line 
with the moderate views expressed 
by King Hussein in a nation-wide 
television broadcast last Sunday.

TO ISRAEL 


Appeal Against Decision

JERUSALEM 
Israel is to appeal against the 
decision to stop the grant in aid 


which she had been receiving through 
the United States Foreign Aid Pro- 
gramme. According reports 
American aid to Israe! will now be 
confined to development loans and 
sale of surplus agricultural products 
at reduced prices. 


The decision does not mean any 
great financial loss to Israel. Last vear 
the grant amounted to $74 million.

VATICAN CITY 

Pope John personally struck out the 
Latin words “ Perfidis” and “ Perfi- 
diam” (unbelieving) referring to the 
Jews in prayers recited for their con- 
version in Roman Catholic cere- 
monies on Good Friday, a Vatican 
source said. 


The words occurred in two prayers 
for the conversion of the Jews. In 
the version used for many centuries, 
the first prayer began “Oremus ect 
pro perfidis Judzis” (Pray we also 
for unbelieving Jews). The second 
prayer began “Omnipotens sempi- 
terne Deus. qui etiam Judaicam 
perfidiam a tua misericordia non 
repellis” (Almighty and everlasting 
God, who wilt not shut out even the 
unbelieving Jews from Thy com- 
passion). ; 

A Vatican source said the Pontiff 
had decided against the use of the 
words because of the modern deriva- 
tions in Italian, French, English, and 
other languages from the Latin word 
“ unbelief.” 

In its new version the first prayer 
reads : 

“Pray we also for the Jews. May 
our Lord God take away the veil 
from their hearts, that they too may 
acknowledge our Lord Jesus Christ.”
